School Board 


Grants Teacher 


Pay Increase 


M inim um Salaries 
Hiked $50 and $225 
In Unanimous Action 


An increase in the salary sched­ 
ule of teachers in the Circleville 
City School System met with the 
unanimous approval of the Circle­ 
ville Board of Education, meeting 
last night in regular session at 
Hie high school. 
Members of the board 
agreed 
that the pay increase would place 
the school system in a better com­ 
petitive 
position 
to 
maintain a 
good faculty. The objective is to 
try to reach the median for city 
schools in Ohio for the minimum 
salary. The proposed salary sched­ 
ule is calculated to reach 
that 
goal, the members stated. 
The 
new shedule 
raises 
the 
minimum annual salary for teach­ 
er with 2-3 year of experience to 
$3,750 and the maximum to $4,800 
or a $50 increase for each addi­ 
tional year of experience. The 1961 
minimum was $3,700. 
The same pay scale was approv­ 
ed for instructors with 3-4 years 
of training. 
The 
minimum was 
raised from $3,900 to $3,950 with 
a $50 increase for each additional 
year of service reaching a max­ 
im um of $5,000. 
Teachers with degrees received 
a $225 raise across the board with 
a new minimum of $4,475 and a 
maximum of $5,525. Those with five 
years of training were granted the 
sam e in crease setting the mini­ 
mum annual salary' at $4,675 and 
the maximum at $5,725. 
Instructors with an MA degree 
will receive the 
same 
pay 
in­ 
crease. The new minimum is $4,- 
875 and the maximum, $6,475. 
Service increments for teachers 
with MA d e g r e e s were chang­ 
ed from $50 to $100, making the 
teacher salary increase total $23,- 
100 for 1962. 
Other actions approved by the 
educators included approval of the 
1962 appropriations and for the 
paym ent of all January expendi­ 
tures. 
Ernest (Snap) Anknom appear­ 
ed before the board representing 
Circleville Youth Baseball Inc. He 
requested approval for the use of 
school property during the sum­ 
m er for youth baseball activity. 
Ankrom 
told 
the 
board that 
plans had been completed to in­ 
itiate a new league for 8-year- 
old boys. He asked for the use of 
an area at the Atwater and Cor­ 
win playgrounds. 
Ankrom said, if the board gave 
its permission, a baseball diamond 
and backstop would be construct­ 
ed at the Atwater building 
and 
turned ovor to the school system. 
No construction would be neces­ 
sary at the Corwin site. 
A unanimous decision was grant­ 
ed for the use of tile playground 
areas during the summer months. 
The school heads also plan to in­

In a word. if we am­ 
ply oppose Khrushchev, we may 
bring Mao Tze-tung into total pow­ 
er in the Soviet Universal State. 
So great is American power that 
we can do for Mao Tze-tune vis a 
vis Khrushchev what we did for 
C a s t r o vis-a-vis 
Batista. The 
President has to make a final de­ 
cision with r e g a r d to this. In 
the year 1962, any decision he mak­ 
e s will have a b o u t it a danger­ 
ous finality. Each decision may be 
an error and each error must lead 
to war. 
It is easy for the critic to decide 
what is best in each situation at 
each m o m e n t , 
but the critic 
possesses neither the authority nor 
the responsibility, nor do his words 
of w i s d o rn affect the course of 
events. The President is, howev­ 
er, caught in the historic trap of 
time and his w i s d o m cannot be 
so great, no matter who he may 
Ik*, that he can be sure what the 
fours of e v e n t s will be in these 
years of 104 nations in conflict. He 
risks not only himself but his na­ 
tion.

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Safety Factor 


Improves for 


Newborn Babies 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The growing safety of a baby’s 
life; the question of whether hu­ 
man birth is only a 
half-way 
point to readiness for life; and a 
study of blood for 75,000 mothers 
are subjects for focus on health: 
For the 
anxious, 
prospective 
mother and father, the birth of a 
first child is probably the most 
important, exciting milestone in 
life. They might calm themselves 
with this: 
Since man first appeared on the 
earth some 600,000 years or more 
ago, some 77 billion babies have 
been born. 
“ Until recently, at least a half 
of all babies born died before 
reaching m aturity,” says the pop 
ulation Reference Bureau. 
“ Man’s quest for some formula 
to avert death included magic, 
incantations and prayers, but none 
of these had shown any efficacy 
against the m ajor killers. Then 
with 
the 
advance 
of 
modern 
science, the mortality pattern of 
a million years was broken.” 
Now, the bureau points out, 95 
out of every IOO babies born in 
western, industrial society live to 
become adults. 
For some scientists, the idea 
that the gestation period for man 
is 267 days is only half the story 
Dr. Ashley Montagu, Princeton 
University anthropologist, says the 
human baby is ushered into the 
w'or'ft before he is really ready 
for it. In fact, birth may be the 
half-way point. 
While it takes the infant some 
267 days to develop in the womb 
it’s about 267 days after birth be 
fore the child learns to crawl 
Montagu feels that the human 
infant has to be born when he is, 
or he would not be able to be born 
at all. The infant’s brain needs 
only increase slightly to make 
passage through the birth canal 
impossible. 
In fact the baby’s growth rate 
is such that it just can’t continue 
inside the womb. It must con­ 
tinue outside. 
This natural progression, Mon­ 
tagu 
says, 
is reflected in the 
mother, too. At birth the mother 
needs to care and support her 
(fold. Her whole body is ready to 
minister to the infant’s needs. 
Yet mother and child are iso­ 
lated from each other in many 
modern hospitals, just when they 
need each other most. 
Are there secret viruses in an 
expectant 
m other’s 
blood 
that 
cause mental retardation or some 
other brain or nerve disorder in 
her yet unborn child? 
To find the answer, scientists at 
the National Institutes of Health 
have begun a study to sample the 
blood of more than 75,000 ex­ 
pectant mothers. The study will 
cover 15 medical centers across 
the United States. Pregnant wom­ 
en 
and 
their 
babies 
will 
be 
studied. It will last some IO years. 
Samples will 
be checked for 
viruses that range in effect from 
the common cold to polio and 
death.

CHARDON, Ohio (AP)—A com­ 
munity evaporator house went into 
operation for the first time Mon­ 
day night on a farm in Bain-1 
bridge. 
Observers predicted most sugar j 
bush operators in the maple belt 
will 
abandon 
their 
own 
sugar 
shanties within a decade to sell 
their sap to operators of central 
evaporators. They say this method 
of assembly-line maple sirup pro­ 
duction elim inates costly duplica­ 
tion of labor and investment. 
The equipment owned by How­ 
ard S. Taylor consists of three 
evaporating pans connected in ser­ 
ies, from which the sirup moves 
automatically into a finishing pan. 
An automatic control system de­ 
term ines when the sirup is ready 
and draws it off into a vat to be 
fed into containers. 
Taylor pays neighboring farm ­ 
ers three cents a gallon for sap 
hauled to the central evaporator in 
his 1,000 * gallon tank track. He 
said he expects to boil down some 
250 barrels of sap into 150 gallons 
of sirup a day. This would be done 
at at a fuel cost of 50 cents a gal­ 
lon, or cheaper than wood cut with 
hired labor, he said.

Furnace Filters

A. The activated charcoal filter 
is helpful in eliminating odors, 
tobacco smoke, and smog but is 
of questionable value in elimina­ 
tion of dust particles and pollen. 
The standard impingement filter 
is effective in filtering larger par­ 
ticles; smaller particles are best 
removed by an electrostatic pre­ 
cipitator. Combined use of the 
impingement filter and the elec­ 
trostatic 
precipitator, 
together 
with 75 per cent or more recir­ 
culation of the air, would prob­ 
ably afford the greatest protection. 


Nosebleed In Children 
Q . What is the best way to sto p 
nosebleed in children? 
A. Nosebleed in children Is 
usually due to rubbing or picking 
the nose. To help stop bleeding, 
position the child so that the 
head is upright with a slightly 
forward tilt. This prevents cough­ 
ing and vomiting due to blood 
entering the throat. Apply pres­ 
sure against the bleeding area by 
compressing the nostrils with tho 
thumb and forefinger. 
During 
this time the child breathes 
through his mouth. Apply mod­ 
erate pressure for about five 
minutes. Consult a physician if 
bleeding isn’t controlled by this 
method.
